Albany, N. Y., January 30.—The Med- 
ical Society of the state of New York 
celdébrated tonight, in connection with its 
annual meeting, the centennial of its 
organization, 

Former President Cleveland was one of 
the speakers. Mr. 
ovation when he was introduced, 

Dividing Humanity. 

“For the purpose of our argument,”’ 

said he, “let us divide humanity in two 


sectione—one composed of a few doctors 
and the other embracing the many mil- 
lions of their actual or. prospective pa- 
tients. I appear for myself andg these 
millions; I claim at the outset that not- 
withstanding our large majority, the 
medical section of mankind has in one 
way or another curtailed the opportunity 
of freedom of thought and considerate 
hearing to which we are entitled by the 
laws of nature and of nature’s God. We 
acknowledge that the world owes this 
minority a ilving. With a generous del- 
icacy, which reaches sublimity, we are on 
their account not over-obedient to the 
laws of health, and we sometimes pay 
thelr bills, When sick, we submit with 
more or less humility to their orders. if 
we recover, it is only to take our place 
on the waiting list, still subject to fur- 
ther advice. If we do not recover, it 1s 
left to us to do the dying.”’ 

Humanity’s Debt to Doctors. 

Mr. Cleveland acknowledged the great 
debt which humanity owes to the medi- 
cal profession, and the noble advance- 
ment that profession had made, but de- 
clared that it had not Deen made ‘‘with- 
out some corresponding advance in the 
intelligent thought and ready informa- 
tios of their patients along the same 
lines. We have come to think of our- 
selves as worthy of confidence in the 
freatment of our ailments, and we delieve 
if this were, accorded to us i greater 
measure {t would be better for the treat- 
ment and petter for us. Nor should it 
be considered strange if thousands among 
us, influenced by a sentiment just now 
astoni@#iingly prevalent, should = allow 
themselves to be disturbed by the spectre 
of a medical trust in mystery, and like 
all who are trust affrighted, should cry 
out for great publicity between physician 
and patient.”

Provides for Many Changes 
in Foreign Service of 
Government.

Washington, January 30.—The senate 
today passed about forty bills, many of 
them of considerable importance. Tae 
list included a number of measures for 
light houses, fog signals, revenue cut: 
ter vessels and public buildings, and also 
the bill providing for the reorganization 
of the consular service, which passed 


practically without discussion. It makes 
many changes in the service, among 
which are the following: 

It provides for the classification of 
consular officers in grades: gives the 
president authority to transfer officers 
from one station to another; provides an 
inspection service with five inspectors, 
who are to rank as consuls general: re- 
quires that clerks at consulates shal] be 
Americans; prohibits consuls from en- 
gaging in law business and requires that 
ail consular fees shal) be accounted for.
